Senator Blair’s Examination. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.— The examination of 
Senator Blair was resumed. Witness refused 
to state the amount of stock offered him by 
Shipherd, and said: “Mr. Blaine under- 
stood at the firatinterview that I appeared 
there as counsel. He knew I was desirous of 
aiding Shipherd. I asked the Secretary if, 
from bis knowledge of the affair, there could 
be any impropriety in my acting as counsel, 
and be said he could see none. I never con- 
cealed my connection with the company. I 
shéuld do the same _ thing over 
with the same light. I’ve no 
apology to offer here or elsewhere. 
I never regarded the scrip offered me -by 
Shipherd of any value unlessfihe agreement 
with Peru bad been carried out. That is to 
say, if tne company had been organized and 
money raised, it would have been a wealthy 
and powerful company. Thsre were men of 
wealth who were interested in the movement 
if the conditions for its success were possible. 
There was no company and noscrip, however, 
at that time.” 

Witness explained why he used the lan- 
guage, **Yousbould act as though ships of 
war are on their way.”’ The explanation, 
however, did not vary from the statement 
heretofore published. Uoon being asked 
if he understood the Government as demand- 
iag from Chili that she should not insist upon 
the dismemberment of Peru, witness declined 
to discuss the meaning of the dispatches. He 
hud no other view of the policy than that in- 
dicated by the dispatches. Representative 
Biount asked, “How did you learn Gen. 
Grant’s opinion upon this matter?’ Witness 
bad thus far refrained as far as possible from 
mentioning names, and he hoped the com- 
mittee would notinsist upon thatline. He 
hid heard of Gen. Grant’s views from others, 
aid he had seen them over his own signature, 
but he did not care’ to be instru- 
mental in bringing upon others the criti- 
cisms of the press. He had just seen 
comments upon himself, and could, he 
thought, standupunderthem. Asfor Gen. 
Grant,e knew nothing of his opinions in this 
relation that he (Biair) did not consider 
highly honorable to him. Witness finally 
ktuted that he had a personal communication 
from Shipherd and dcecumentary evidence 
relative to Gen. Grant’s views. Witness’ 
knowledge of Gen. Grant’s views was derived 
from Shipherd’s statements to him exclusive- 
lv, with the one exception of Gen. Grant’s in- 
dorsement upon the draft of te instructions 
to be sent to Minister Hurlbut. Witness 
stated bis understanding of the document 
alluded to and produced a copy of the draft 
of instructions which Shipherd asked to be 
sent to Minister Hurlbut about the middle 
of October, and remarked that he believed it 
was upon the original dr«fit of these instruc- 
tions that Gen. Grant had made the indorse- 
ment. Witness then read the draft of the in- 
s ructions which Shipherd wished to have 
sent to Kilpatrick. It was much briefer, and 
informed Kilpatrick that the instructions of 
Senator Hurlbut were intended likewise for 
him. 

Witness showed Blaine a copy of the papers. 
The latter, declined, however, to make any 
use of them or do more than he had indicated 
in his instructions already given. The attitude 
of the State Department was never stated 
in the presence of the witness any more 
strovgly than in the instructions given 
in June. Witness said he did not care to say 
that Shipherd had wrongfully misrepresented 
him. The committees had seen more of 
Stipherd than he (Blaine) had, and could 
judge of him and the character of his mind, 
80 far as his (Blaine’*)expressions wert con- 
cerned, he had been misrepresented. 

Iie (witness) had never put thingsin so 
strong a light as Shipherd’s very hopeful 
nature has probably -conceived. Repre- 
sentative Blount quoted from Shipherd’s tes- 
timony that the subject of bribing Mr. Hurl- 
but bad been mentioned in Blaine’s presence 
aud remarked of Blaine “I don’t think 
that will fetch him.’ Witness did 
not hear any such conversation. 

Representative Blount asked: “Did you 
not see the Arizona letter and was it not 
submitted to vou because you were counse!} 
for Shipherd?” 

“IT had nothing whatever to do with its 
preparation and did not know any part of it 
ull after it was sent. I presume 
of course it could not bave been shown to me 
unless IL hsd been counsel.’’ 

().—Would you have continued as counsel 
if you bad seen the entire letter before it was 
seut? Wasit nota gross misrepresentation 
of the State Department? 

Witness replied some portions of the letter 
stated the case much more strongly than was 
correct. If be (Shipherd) meant by the 
highest authority the State Department, 
Witness thought it a misrepresentation. Wit- 
ness was not prepared to define it an outrage, 
for he was not here to abuse the man who 
had once been his client. Witness in repiy to 
another question said he would have consid- 
eredithis bighest duty asa Senator,if he 
had seen that the State Depart- 
ment was being grossly misrepresen'ed, 
to step in and intervene, but he could not see 
how—inasmuch as this letter passed throuch 
the hands of the American Minister, who 
was on the spot and armed with his instruec- 
tions—any barm could come of it or any mis- 
representation of the State Department 
could be made, no matter woat Shipherd 
might write. 

Witness said his information ia regard to 
the Landrean claim was based upon the 
report of the House of Representatives, THe 
would not give much for American citi- 
zenship ifthe Government will not protect 
the citizen in property acquired before he be- 
Cima citizen. 
 lLice—I wantto know upon what you, as a 
lawver, base a favorable judgment upon the 
validity of the Cochet claim. 

Answer—The guano of Peru was worthless 
to her until, through the efforts and discove- 
ries of Cochet, guano became known asa 
fertilizer and a subject of commerce ani a 
source of immense weaith to Peru.

declaratory paper at from $5 to $10 each.

Before the March Grand Jury in the 
Criminal Court, for Eating Quail 
Out of Season, 


The grand jury ofthe Marchterm of the 
Criminal Court has handed down to the suc- 
ceeding body of inquirers the investigation of 
anumber of important matters, and among 
other cases a pending indictment against the 
great cantatrice, Adelina Patti, on 
a charge of violating the _ local 
game laws. la the finai report 


made to the Criminal Court at the ex- 
piration of the June term, for which the 
twelve citizens were selected to discharge 
the duties of citizenship which they owed to 
the ‘community, no mention was made to 
Judge Laughiin of the ineffectual effort to 
indict the world-renowned warbler for a 
willful, deliberate and premeditated violation 
of the !aws for the preservation of fish and 
game in this vicinity. The case asit presented 
itself to the jury was,from a legal standpoint, 
perplexing, and luckiiy so for Mme. Patti, 
who barely escaped the vengeance of the out- 
raged statutes in the shape ofa fine or im- 
prisonment. 

While strolling about the rotunda of the 
Southern Hotel while Adeiina Patti 
was filling an engagement at the 
Grand Opera-nouse and housed at this hostie- 
ry, a detective heard a little incident of the 
lady’s epicurean peculiarities. Her private- 
Itaiian cook went to the steward one day 
about the middie of February to obtain some 
quail for the madame. e was informed: 
chat with a view tothe preservation of the spe- 
cles and the laws of nature the legislators 
in their wisdom had ordained that during cer- 
tain seasons certain birds should not be 
killed, trapped, bought sold or offered for 
sale, bartered or eaten. Having taken his 
first lesson in Missouri statute law he repair- 
ed to Madame’s apartments to report the 
cruel and oppressive laws under which they 
must strive to exist and mortify 
the flesh while located in the Future 
Great. Patti heard the _ story’ but 
did not dream of acquiescing. Her appetite 
longed for quail and quail she must have. 
Avain her Giacomo was dispatched to bring 
her a bunch of quail. It was no go, however, 
for the steward again lectured the foreigner 
on the supremacy of the law. A ruse was re- 
sorted to and though a prominent game 
dealer was asked for snipe, which was not 
prohibited in that season, a bunch of quail 
was nevertheless wrapped carefully up 
charged for, labeled “snipe,”’ and sent te Pat- 
ti. These were the facts brought tothe 
knowledge of the grand jurv. Capt. West, 
the president of the Fish and Game Associa- 
tion, had, through Judge Laughlin and As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Noonan, called the 
attention of the grand jury to the great ne- 
cessity of strictly enforcing the game laws. 
The tirst case brought to their no- 
tice under their oaths to do their duty, 
and fully investigated, was that of Adelina 
Patti. ‘Che above facts were ascertained, 
when an awful difficulty presented itself. 
The cantatrice had left the city, and, to get the 
proof necessary to indict, the testimony of one 
would be necessary against the other. If 
either testified, that one was exempt from 
indictment, and this was the status of the 
case when the end of the term ap- 
proached and adjournment was necessitated 
by law. The case was then pleced 
in the hands of the Assistant Circuit Attorney, 
to be brought up before the grand jury, 
which meets on next Monday, and which will 
probably be able to accomplish something 
more definite, as additional evidence has since 
been obtained. 

Detective Frank Watkins reported the first 
information of the case, on which 
the proposed indictment was to be based. 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Noonan said he 
was forbidden to expose anything happening 
inthe grand jury room and couid not pass 
upon the story which was reiated to him and 
which he tacitly admitted to be true. When 
asked if it was false he replied that his re- 
gard for truth would not permit him to pro- 
nounce itsuch. In this way the divaescaped 
indictment. 


The Episcopal Convention. 

The third day’s session of the Episcopal 
Convention began at 10 a. m. at Christ 
Church, Bishop Robertson presiding. The 
election of Rev. C. A. Foster, LL. D., tothe 
Ecclesiastical Court for three years, was an- 
nounced, Rev. Ethelbert Talbot to be the 
alternate. 

The reports of several committees were 
read and referred. A resolution was intro- 
duced requesting the gentleman having 
charge of the permanent fund to raise at least 
$100,000. The quesiion was referred to the 
committee. 

At the afternoon session action on the vari- 
ous reports will be taken, and the different 
boards appointed. To-night the members of 
the convention will assemble at St Luke’s 
Hospital, and will then hold the regular an- 
nual session. It will be the endeavor of the 
body to end their labors to-night and adjourn 
for the year.

A Bloody Scene Enacted in the Old 
Madrid Amphitheater.

Bull-fighting has not ceased to be the na- 
tional sport in this country. In point of fact 
it seems now to be more popular than ever it 
was, and itbas this year procured for the 
amateurs Who enjoy and can artistically ap- 
preciate the amusement an extraordinary 
amount of excitement.

It has 
now at last altered its character, and, 
in a smali degree, revived its ancient 
barbaric glories. Human beings have 
xt last been gored and tossed about in the 
arenainthe most interesting manner, and 
the physical suffering which gives zest to 
the spectacle has not been confined.-soiely to 
the dumb animais engaged. So popular has 
this novel feature in the show been that our 
most recent buil-fights have caused the Mad- 
rienos to forget the Barcelona crisis and the 
Catalonian procests against freetrade. When 
they bought with unwonted eagerness the 
evening papers it was not for the purpose of 
learning what new peril confronted the Cabi- 
net, butin order that they might devour the 
sickening details of the resuits of tke two 
corridas de toros of Easter day and Easter 
Monday in the Spanish metropolis. 

When these *‘events’” came off the finest 
streets that lie between the Puerta del Sol 
and the Buen Retiro Gardens presented their 
usual aspect of animation and the din, the 
stirof multitudes swiftly moving on to the 
ring, or jealously staring atthe 16,000 privi- 
lexed inatviduals who bad obtained, at fabu- 
jous prices, admittance to the truly Castilian 
pastime. Vehicles of every class, from the 
uristocratic equipages of the erandee *‘afici- 
onudo.’’? down to those antediluvian coaches 
thal popular suburbs turn out on every Sab- 
bath to race downthe road to the Piaza de 
‘foros, Were more numerous than’ in former 
years. In wild, noisy, cheerful streams they 
rattled on in anxious competition to reach the 
goal towards which they were driving 
most recklessly. A bright, warm, glorious 
fin addea to the splendor of the scene and 
coutributed to the jollity and merriment of 
all classes. The ring itself was packed 
from the barriers »elow, where the 
very elite of aristocratic amateurs congre- 
vate, lo the boxes above, where damseis of 
hich lineage, delicate, sensitive ladies of 
fasnion, and high-bred queens of society 
wear with native grace,and coquetry the na- 
tional manutilla acd smilie benignantly at the 
ho.rors of the scene they grace by their fair 
presence. ‘he buils were cf the best Andalu- 
sian breed, and the “*cuadrillas” were led by 
popular fichters, whose names possess a 
worid-wide fame among connoisseurs of bull 
baiting. Lagar.iijo, Angel Partor, Carancha 
appeared im their gaudy, gold-braided cos- 
Luines, anc at their neels followed the eqau!- 
lv glittering array of men destined to dash 
brizht-colored cloaks before their infuriated 
Viciims, who Were doomed to die for the 
amusement of the popniace. Other satellites 
were there whose business it was to plant 
pairs of eharp-pronged darts beMind the 
shoulder-biadces of the bull, and even the 
ring servants who goad the dying horses to 
eave a Wretched saddie or Worthless harness 
were objects of attraction. Seldom did the 
joliiatea ever witness better preparations for 
real national “sport, and it appeared quite 
certain that the bull baiting would be as safe 
a piece of fun to induige in as on former occa- 
rions. But the bulls had takgn it into their 
heads to start a novel campaign in favor of 
the protection of animals against crueity from 
the masters of creation. So bull No. 2, on 
the first duy, caught a picador mounted ona 
jaded hoodwiuked horse, and «o justily tossed 
ibis Doa Quixote of the ring that his nose 
and hard pate were badly injured—so badly 
indeed that he is not expected to survive his 
aeriaitrip across the arena. Another bull, 
amid a seene of frightful excitement and 
enouts of anguish at last fromevery coroer of 
the ring, charged, caught, and tossed up 
Carancha, one of the most popular buil-kiii- 
ers in Spain. his king of the bull-ring 
¢-caped with some ribs fearfully bruised and 
an ugiy gash in his right side, so that he has 
at last au Opportunity of knowing practically 
bow the sport must deligut the horses and 
bulls engeged in it. 

Qf course, these exploits of the Sunday 
brought to the bull-ring on the second day a 
still greter muititude, and tickets were paid 
forat rates even unknown when Patti or 
Sarah Bernbardt appeared at the Royal Opera 
of Madrid. lam sorry t© say that, as usual, a 
great number of foreieners, and, indeed, not 
u few Engiish, were to be seen in the galleries 
ot the ereat circus. This time, as on Easter- 
day, rovalty had to honor the Plaza de Toros, 
“ecause it might be dangeous, froma political 
poioat of view,even for an inteiligent and high- 
spiriied Prince iike Alfonso XIL. not to in- 
Bict upon himeelf and his Austrian Queen the 
horrors of the bull-ring. Ifhe had stopped 
awav he would have forfeited his claim to be 
considered a **patriot King.”? Every class of 
focietv, in fact, was present on Easter 
Monday, and the connoisseurs of the national 
sport began to find fault with the buils, 
who only reaily slaughtered some _ thirty 
horses per diem, and jumped the barriers to 
the greatterror ofthe peoplein the lower 
part ofthe ampitheater. At last bull No. 5 
made his exit from the dark cell where these 
animals are kept until they rush madly into 
the ring. He chased the buli-fighters about 
inthe wildest manner, bowied several pica- 
dors over, killed one horse, was adorned 
with two and abaif pairsofiron prongs, 
calied ‘*banderiilas,’? and then in his rage he 
faced the “matador.” This man was a young, 
handsome fellow, Angel Partor by name, 
and he had hardiy time to shake hia red cloak 
before the bull when he was caught up, 
knocked down, taken up again, flung away, 
gored, and left mortally wounded, while the 
multitude rose breathless, speechless, until 
thrieks of women, imprecatious of men, 
shouts of delighted amateurs rose in dull, 
hoarse yell and din. 

Partor was carried off to the dispensary that 
forms an indispensable appendage of the bull- 
ring, and where the medical men thought he 
was a case for the priest rather than for them 
fora priest, | may mention, is always in at- 
tendance. The poor man Was promptly 
thriven, then bandaged and sent home on a 
ftretcher. He had a fearful wound in the 
right side, bad hemorrhave and three ribs 
broken, A crowd of admirers escorted the 
dismal procession back to Madrid as the cheers 
and distant cries of the buil-ring announced 
that another bull was being goaced on to fight 
and then slowly tortured to death. Unique 
indeed is the naive declaration of a locai paper 
that the bull that nearly killed Partor was a 
‘‘caward.” Itis thought simply monstrous 
that bulls should object to be butchered, even 
infun. All the eveniug papers were greedily 
bougtrt, read aloud under lamp-posts, hawked 
about with the latest bulletins, discussed in 
clubs and cafes, while hundreds of the more 
enthusiastic *‘sporismen’’ cailed at Partor’s 
house to condole with this gladiator of 
modern Spain.

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Children Deserted and Left to Starve 
in Ohio.

A case of the most shocking and inhuman 
treatment of children by parents just comes 
to the knowledge of your correspondent from 
the little town of Wolf’s Station, on the 
Cleveland and Marietta Ruiilroad, four miles 
north oftown. The particulars as gieaned 
by an Enquirer correspondent, who made a 
trip to Wolf’s Station this morning, are as 
follows: 

About six weeks ago a man named Ira 
Shaw moved to within one mile of Wolt’s 
Station. His family consisted of a wife and 
seven little children from the age of2 to 12 
years. The mother disappeared very mysteri- 
ously about two weeks ago, and the husband, 
who aprofesses to peddie tombstones, also 
left shortly after, leaving the poor little 
chiidren to provide for themselves as best 
they could, he only returning occasionally to 
the house, and even then not looking after 
the wants of his little children. On Wednes- 
day one of the little boys came running to 
tue house of Mr. Whiliam Crogan, near by, 
ee that his little baby brother was 

ead. 

Mrs. Crogan at once repaired to the house, 
and there beheld a spectacle which would 
have moved the stoutest heart with com- 
passion. There on the bed, with scarcely any 
covering, lav a little boy in death’s cold em- 
brace, his little limbs lean and withered, and 
his face bearing marks of intense physical 
suffering, while around the remains stood the 
other little children sobbing and crying for 
their little brother whose sufferings death 
had just ended. Nota bite of food was found 
in the house except a smal! quantity of bran 
and sborts. On this diet these little children 
had lived, no ielling how long, and there is 
not the least doubt but thar the little boy, 
who was only two years old, starved to deatb. 
His littie sister told Mrs. Crogan that she fed 
her little brother ip the morning and laid him 
down, and a short time after she went to take 
him up and found he was dead. The child’s 
body was covered with dark spots shortly 
after death, and before burial the whole 
corpse assumed a crimson hue. No one seems 
to know where the mother is, and the father 
takes as littie interest as ever in his house- 
bold. Yesterdav the house took fire, and the 
little children came near being burned up. 
The whole house, with thé furniture, was in- 
sured, and the children are now at Mr. Cro- 
gate house, where they are kindly cared for.

FORs- 
TER’S resignation was, of course, accom- 
panied by the bitterness which must accom- 
pany failure. The breakdown in the cruel 
coercion policy has been’ evident to 
every student of politics for months, 
but FORSTER still believes that the 
methods of CROMWELL can be success- 
fully used inthe age of GLADSTONE. The 
stern trialtowhich freland has been sub- 
jected,sthe outrages which have been commit- 
ed uponthe people, as the outrages which 
the peopie have committed, haye not been 
without their effect. After this revolution 
must come peace. And arevolution has oc- 
curredin Ireland. It is safe to believe that 
the men who could wrest such a victory 
from the British Government can be depend- 
ed on to secure the fruit of that 
victory. Local self-governmentisthe one 
political means to quict Ireland, and local 
self-covernment it must have. Ireland does 
not demand independence—it asks for Home 
Rule; the measure of independent legislation 
permitted in Canada, Australia or New Zea- 
land is more than it needs. The people 
would be satisfied with just such local sover- 
eignty as the State of Missouri exer- 
cises under the United States Goy- 
ernment—the right to make its own 
laws for its own people, while in 
matters of international polity it is willing to 
leave the interests of the Empire in the hands 
of the Imperial Parliament. The attemptjto 
crush the Land League andthe representa- 
tives of the people has hastened the hand of 
history on the dial of time full twenty years 
in Ireland. 


EVERY newspaper of influence in the city 
of St. Louis is now arrayed on the side of law 
and in favor of the suppression of public 
gambling. The Ltepublican was the last to 
swing into line but public opinion finally 
forced it to the front. On Tuesday last, after 
it was supposed in some quarters that Judge 
LAUGHLIN’S amusing opinion had abrogated 
the State law making the keeping of a gam- 
bling-house a felony, the Lepublican gravely 
and emphatically said: 

It will devolve upon our Police Board to take 
the gambling matterinhand, and apply all 
the authority giveniuthe ordinances, vigor- 
ously and effectively, to the immediate and 
permanent suppression of every known public 
gambling-house in St. Louis. The Police 
Board should immediately organize a succes- 
sion of raids—not shams and mere shows—but 
sharp, quick and decisive descents, as often 
as may be necessary to close up, and keep 
closed, these haunts of idleness, profligacy and 
crime, 

The Police Board has had the power for 
years to dose the gambling-houses, under 
the ordinances made in conformity with the 
misdemeandr statute. The CRITTENDEN 


Police Board\bas coldly ignored the JOHNSON 
law from @ very day of its enact- 
ment. No effort has been made by 
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through the exercise of his functions as com- 
mander-in-chief ef the Police force. Mr. 
KENNETT, his lieutenant, has made prom- 
ises quite recently but his failure to fulfill 
them has created the suspicion that perhaps 
his movements have been impeded by the 
Board. We heartily commend the sound moral 
advice tendered Mr. CurpLes and his col- 
leagues bythe sage Republican and trust 
that there will soon be a“succession of raids— 
not shams and mere shows—but sharp, quick, 
and decisive descents, as often as may be 
necessary to close up and keep closed these 
haunts of idleness, profligacy and crime.” 
In this connection we may mention that a 
half dozen faro banks were in operation in 
various sections of the city last night. 


WE have received a copy of Mr. GEORGE 
P. ROWELL’s American Newspaper Direct- 
ory for the year 1882. It is a large, well- 
constructed volume, handsomely bound, and 
the name of the publisher is prominently and 
artistically emblazoned on the front cover. 
Therefore the book is very valuable. We re- 
gret to say that we cannot vouch for its con- 
tents. For instance—and we only speak 
where we 
KOWELL shows that he is saturated with 
either ignorance or dishonesty when he talks 
of the newspapers of St. Louis. He says 
that the circulation of the daily Republican 
is inexcess of 20,000. Everybody here knows 
thatthe I?epublican does not print and circu- 
late 15,000 copies daily. The publishers of the 
paper do not claim any such circulation as 
Mr. ROWELL favors them with. They could 
not be induced—in view of the recent punish- 
ment dealt out to perjurers here—to even 
swear to a daily circulation of 15,000. In this 
same s0-called Newspaper Directory Mr. 
ROWELL says that the circulation of the daily 
Post-DIspaTCu “is in excess of 15,000.” At 
the same time his book contains the business 
advertisement of the PosT-DISPATCH which 
embraces the sworn statement of the pubd- 
lisher tothe effect that in the first week of 
February last—the time that the work was 
being put to press—the average daily circula- 
tion of the Postr-DISPATCH was 22,000. 
There has been no day since that date that 
our circulation has fallen below 20,000. Of 
course our circulation is “in excess of 
15,000,” but in stating it in this manner the 
agent of Mr. ROWELL told a deliberate lie, 
as he did in putting the daily circula- 
tion of the senile Republican ata figure 
which it has scarce attained since 
the war. Mr. ROWELL has been accused re- 
peatediy by Eastern newspapers of using his 
so-called Directory to achieve mercenary 
ends and we are inclined to think that there 
is good ground for the suspicion. Certainly, 
if his reports are no more trustworthy than 
those which pertain to St. Louis journals, his 
book has no value whatever outside of the 
paper and binding already referredto. In 
fact it is a fraud, a cheat and a delusion.

A GROWING EVIL. 


Encroachment of Disorderly Houses 
in Reputable Districts. 


{f the Board of Police Commissioners would 
awake for ashort time from their Rip Vap 
Winkleian sliumbers they might, without the 
aid of a telescope, see many things in this 
city with which to occupy themselves. One 
of the principal topics for consideration is 


the encroachment of disorderly houses 
in the more respectable portions 
of the city. It is within the province of 
the board to control the branching out of 
theae places, and the city ordinances direc, 
them in their duties. Olive street has 
until ashort time ago been comparatively 
free from them, but now it is different. From 
Tenth street up to Fifteenth the street is 
more or le:s infested. Pine street is filled 
with them as far west as Fourteenth or Fif- 
teenth street. The respectable district which is 
rapidly assumingeiements of disorder may 
be safely given as follows: From Pine street 
on the suuth to Washington avenue on the 
north, and from Sixth street onthe east to 
Fifteenth street on the west. This district 
L until lateivy has been considered very resapect- 
able, many old families living within the. ra- 
dius given. Many have been forced to leave 


and go to some other part of the 
city free from __ the disorderly 
element. The way the women manage to get 


inte the houses is to declare to the agents 
that they want them for lodging houses, and 
the agents are not very particular about the 
references which are produced asto charac- 
ter. Once inthe house the reputation is 
nothing and the restraint is tbrown off. A 
few days ago Kittie Muicahy, under the as- 
sumed name of Kiitie Lamont, in company 
with another girl, was discovered to be occu- 
ying a room on Olive street, between 
tizhth and Niath. Some of the business men 
made acomplaintand the case was go fla= 
grant that the agent was notified by some- 
body, and be requested her to move, which 
she did with reluctance. Policemen in the 
district described have repeatedly notified 
the women to move, but the 
notices have been disregarded and 
they still hold their various quarters. The 
city ordinance applicable to these people is 
found in art, 2, sec. 6, which provides the 
punishment for such offenses. Clause No. 7, 
which gives the manner of its enforcement, 
is as foliows: 

‘*Tt shall be the duty of the Police Com- 
missioners, Whenever they become aware 
of the use of any house, rooms 
or tenements for any of the purposes men- 
tioned in the preceding clauses, to givea 
written notice of such fact tothe owner or 
agent of the owner of such house, rooms or 
tenements.’’

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William Wilson Soeks Revenge on 
His Rival, 


An Affray in East St. Louis—Other 
Items From the Village Across 
the Bridge; 


Wm. Wilson, a young man residing on 
Lindell and Grand avenues, went over to East 
St. Louis yesterday and returned in an hour 
in a badiy damaged condition. As usual, 
there wasalady in the case, and the story 
contains all the elements of a romsnce in 
middie life. More than a year ago Wilson 
was courting’a fair young East St. Louisan 
named Lyons. He soon discovered that he 


had a rival,a man named Jeff. Burgess, and 
that Burgess had the inside track. The 
rivals met one day on the road to the lady’s 
house, and a bout at fisticuffs was the result 
of Wilson’s insisting that he was the prior 
suitor and therefore had the same claia. 
After three lively rounds Wilson pulled a 
visto], and Burgess fled precipitateiy. Wil- 
son after this was less frequent in his visits, 
but he made up for this by writing threaten- 
ing letters from this side to Miss Lyons. 
In these he gave her full warning that 
if she ever married Burgess, it would be all 
up with her. Wilson pledged himself that, 
in thisevent, he would arm himeeif, slay 
her, shoot Burgess as he would a dog, and 
wind up the tragedy by biowing out his own 
brains. Miss Lyons was not at ail set back 
by this manifesto. In fact, she rather soured 
on the blusterer, and some time ago she took 
Burgess for betier or worse. Wilson waited 
until be had fuliy grasped the situation and 
yesterday afternoon he marched over to look 
for blood. 

About 6 o’clock he was hurrving in the di- 
rection of Heim’s brewery, where the Bur- 
gesses live. Burgess was informed of the 
march of the enemy and of the threats he 
made as he came along. He left his work and 
went to meethim. As Wilson stalked up the 
road Burgess fell upon him unawares and 
soon had him lying on the ground and was 
kicking him and pummeling him 
with a will. Millard Lyons, the fair damse!’s 
brother, came up, and recognizing the man 
who had sent his sister the threatening mis- 
sives, and remembering the dire threats they 
contained, drew his pistol and began to fire it 
as fast as he could pulithetrigger. Wilson 
escaped and started for the bridge, with Ly- 
ons and the smoking revolver brivging up the 
rear, but losing ground rapidiy. Wilson 
eased his flignt at Justice Long’s ofiice, swore 
out a warrant against Lyons for .assault 
to kill and then came over to the 
St. Louis Dispensary, where the physicians 
dug a 38-caliber ball out of his leg. The case 
was set for trial this morning, but a cnange 
of venue was obtained, and ’squire Draggon 
will adjudicate in the matter to-morrow af- 
ternoono if Wilson is well enough to attend 
the trial.

Iinstantly !ost my mind in anger and 
struck my Knife into his side. After I had 
recovered myself I left the house and went to 
the house of my mother on Biddle street, on 
this side of the river. I made no 
especial effort to escape sinee I committed 
the deed. I lived with my mother for two 
mouths, and then left for the South, where I 
stayed for awhile. I came back this spring, 
and bave -been working on the wharf-boat 
for the past two months.’’ 

Dorns is a slim-built Young fellow and gives 
bis age as 23. The officers who arrested bim 
do not know his name, and made the 
arres on the information furnished them by 
some one who claimedto koow him. The 
officers say that the reason he bas so long 
escaped 1s from the factjthat in the description 
given of him heretofore he has been cailed 
a negro while the truth is that he is as white 
as anybody.
